Twe Eleetrie Cars Collide in a Morning
Fog--A dozen FPeople Irjured—

Two Fatally.

Sax FRaxcisco, Oct. 4.—When the
Darrant case was resnmed this morning
Judge Murpby announced that he had
decided not to send Miss Cunningham,
the newspaper reporter, to prison for re-
tusing to tell him the name of the per-
son who told her what Mrs. Leak would
testify., Miss Cunningham etill refuses
to disclose the name of her informant.

On cross-examination District-Attor-
ney Barnes asked the witness to write
from dictation a letter to George R.
King, in which the names of Professor
Schernstern-and Mrs. Charles G. Noble
.occurred. The porpose of this was to
¢ompare the names with those on [the
paper in which the rings of Blanche La-
mont were returned to Mrs. Noble. As
Mre. Noble’s name and address were
printed on the wrapper containing the
ring. Attorney Deuprey asked Rev.
Gibeon to print Mrs, Noble’s name and
address. Witness complied with the re-
quest and the writing was introduced in
evidence.

L. L. Levinge, & newspaper reporter,
wae called by the defense. and acked if
ne wrote an article which appeared in a
local naper on April 14, in which Detec-
tive Gibson was guoted as sayving that
he saw prints of 2 number 8 or 9 ghoe in
the belfry where Blanche Lamont's body
was found. Witness said he was not
positive whether or not he wrote that
article, bat was of the impression that
he did not.

When the coort took a recess until
two o'clock, Rev. Gibson wag told to re-
turn this afternoon with specimens of
his hand-writing contained in sermons,
one of which should have been written:
before and the other after April 5. X

Fatal Accident on the Electric Line

Taconma, Wash., Oct. 4.—A frightiul
head-end collision between two electric
cars oceurred on the line to Puoysallup,
near Lhe southern city limits, at 7:30
o'clock this morning, during a denze fog.
Botn cars were crowded to their utmost
capacity and were running rapidly. A
dozen people were badly injured, two [a-
tally. John Tournier and H. Bailey,
who were riding on the platiorm, were
jeammed between the cars. Both of
Tournier's legs were broken, and ope of
Cailey’s.” Each was injored internally.
Eddie Lemagie, 16 years old, was badly
crughed and is insensible. Fred Foy, a
motorman, was injured internally. The
others were less serionsly hurt. Both
eare are badly shattered. The injured
were taken to the Fanny Paddock hoe-
pital, where Tournier died tonight, after
one of bis legs had been ampnufated.
Travel was delaved eeveral hours. The
accident is attribated to carelessness in
running too fast in a fog.

The forecast proved correct in every par-
ticular, and there was not a single hitch
in the proceedings from the time the
chairman raised his gravel ontil 2:30 p.
m., when the business of the convention
was com pleted and it adjourned.

When the delegates convened this
morning Cortis Guild, jr., was chosen
permanent chairman. The committee
on credentials reported 1939 delegates
present ont of a possible 2013, after
which the report of the committee on
resolutions was adopted unanimonsly.

GAVE HIMSELF UP.

Frauk Wnade. Who Shot Frang Marlow.
is Now In Jaik.

Mepororp, Or., Oct. 5.—Frank Wade,
who killed Frank Marlow at Lake creek,
about 25 miles northeast of Medford,
Thureday afternoon, "gave himself ap
last might and was brought to this city
today. He was taken belore Justice Pur-
din and his hearing postponed until
Mondsy. Lawrence Wade had his pre.
liminary examination before Justice
Purdin this afternoon, which reanlted in
hie being held without bail as an access-
ory to the murder. The coroner's jury,
at the inguest of Frank Marlow, returned
a verdict of premeditated murder. Much
bitter feeling against the Wade brothers
exists in the Lake creek settlement, and
Frank Wade gave himself up in order to
seek protection at the hands of the
officers, as he knew that he was being
puarsued, and feared the resuit had he
been caught by others than officers of
the law. Bothare now in the county
jail at Jackeonville.

He
also stated that all the trouble could
have beenavoided had not Corbett in-
sisted on having the fighit pulled off ‘in
Texas, bot he had strong hopea that
evervthing would be amicabiy arranged,
and then *“Gentleman Jim" wouald
either have to fight or suffer himeseli
to be branded before the world as a
coward.

Little Child Burned.

IxpeeexpENCE, Or., Oct. 5.—The 3-
vear-old child of G. W. Pierce was
burned to death, dying at 5 o’clock this
morning. Yesterday afternoon, sbout 4
o'clock, while the family was a'vay from

home, the Pierce children and some
others built a bonfire of dried leaves in
the back vard, and a burning leaf lit on
the drees of little Ada Piérce, and, in a
moment, she was enveloped in flames.
The brother, aged 11, ran inte the house
and brought out a quiit, and, wrapping
it around the girl, put ont the flames,
bnt not until her body and one arm were
shockingly burned. Her clothes were
borned off, and the flames which she in-
haled caused her death, after she had
lingered in awiul agony until this morn-
ing.

TO AFPPLY THE TORCH

A Colored Pastor's Proposed Remedy
for Lymching.

Cuicago, Oct. 6.—**If the law i= not
allowed to take its course concerning our
men involved in erime, the torch may
be applied in those cities where the ont-
rages ocear.’’

These were the words uttered last
night at the cloee of the regnlar service
by the Rev. J. M., Towneend, colored,
pastor of Quinn chapel, Twenty-fourth
street and Wabash avenue. "‘An au-
dience of a thousand colored people ap-
plaunded the sentiment and rose to their
feet to further ghow their appreociation
of their pastor’s stand.

The Rev. Townsend's sermon was
called forth by the report in the morn-
ing papers of the outrages upon Neal
Smith, at Chattanooga. When it was
finighed the pastor gave out the hymn,
“Thou Sleepeth, Justice, Awake.”” At
the conclusion of the singing Mr. Town-
send asked the audience to remain a
ehort time saying:

‘1 want no one to leave the house
while I am speaking.”* z

He prodaced a clipping from a morn-
ing paper, read the account of the tor-
turing of Neal Smitn, and then said:

**This must stop in & OChristian land.
If the Jaw is not allowed to take its
conrse, copcerning our men involved in
crime, thé torch must be applied in
those cities where the outrages oceaor.”

The preacher delivered these senten-
ces in an impassioned wanner, and as
he finished for a moment there was
silence, and then the entire andience
arose and applauded.
